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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The applicant has argued that none of the 
references relied upon by the examiner, namely Katase (US 2002 / 0005832) and Zehner et al. (US 2003 / 01 37521 ), teach or fairly 
suggest that the drive means is "arranged for controlling the reset potential difference of each picture element to enable particles to occupy 
the extreme position which is closest to the position of the particles which corresponds to the image information" as recited in Claim 1. The 
examiner respectfully disagrees. The claims are given their broadest reasonable interpretation in light of the specification and without 
reading limitations into the claims from the specification. As is clearly disclosed by Katase (see Page 3 through Page 4, Para. [0069], 
[0072], and [0077] along with Page 5, Para. [0102], and Page 6, Para. [0115], in addition or in conjunction wth the passages referenced in 
the previous Office action), the drive means is arranged for controlling a reset potential difference of each picture element. The purpose of 
the reset potential difference is to enable particles to occupy an extreme position near each electrode. Thus, clearly the drive means is 
arranged for controlling the reset potential difference of each picture element to enable particles to occupy the extreme position which is 
closest to the position of the particles which corresponds to the image information (whichever extreme that may be), because the reset 
potential can be conrolled to enable the particles to occupy either extreme position. The same reasoning can be made In reference to 
Zehner (see Page 14, Para. [0150] and Page 16 through Page 17, Para. [0169]-[0175]). Zehner clearly discloses that the reset potential 
difference enables particles to occupy either extreme position. Thus, clearly the drive means are arranged for controlling the reset potential 
difference in accordance with Claim 1. Therefore, the rejection of Claims 1 and 3 is maintained. 
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
